Egypt Moves Men 
to Isreal Border 


CAIRO, Egypt (UP) — Egypt 


has moved a "strong" infantry 
force into the tense Gaza strip 
where nightlong bursts of rifle and 
machinegun fire echoed along the 
Egyptian-Israeli border, authorita- 
tive reports from Gaza said today. 


Security 
regulations

disclosing military dispositions, but 
the reports said a "sizeable force" 
moved under cover of darkness to 
El Arish some 40 miles south of 
the scene of the Israeli Monday 
attack. 


Strict security precautions were 


put in force at key points along 
the 
Israeli border in the Egyp-

Gaza 
strip, which 


thrusts up the Mediterranean coast 
for some 20 miles, cutting part of 
Israel off from the sea. 


The growing tenseness along the 


border heightened fears the grow- 


ing bitterness between the two na- 
tions might erupt once again into 
open warfare.

Revenue Department 


made a significant report Tuesday. 
A routine announcement said Feb- 
f-.ary tax collections totaled $8,107,- 
879, 
an increase 
of $147,096 over 


February 1954. 


The announcement added that col- 


lections since the beginning of the 
1954-55 fiscal year (last July 1) to- 
taled $66,693,550, 
an increase of 


$989,494 over the corresponding per- 
iod of fiscal 1953-54. 


This is an indicated increase of 


more than a million dollars for the 
full fiscal year 1954-55. The Arkan- 
fas Almanac gives state collections 
for fiscal 1951-52 as $95,250,708; arid 
for fiscal year 1952-53 as $98,544,- 
564.

The State 
Revenue Department 


made a significant report Tuesday. 
A routine announcement said Feb- 
f-.ary tax collections totaled $8,107,- 
879, 
an increase 
of $147,096 over 


February 1954. 


The announcement added that col- 


lections since the beginning of the 
1954-55 fiscal year (last July 1) to- 
taled $66,693,550, 
an increase of 


$989,494 over the corresponding per- 
iod of fiscal 1953-54. 


This is an indicated increase of 


more than a million dollars for the 
full fiscal year 1954-55. The Arkan- 
fas Almanac gives state collections 
for fiscal 1951-52 as $95,250,708; arid 
for fiscal year 1952-53 as $98,544,- 
564. 
I don't have the figures for fis- 


cal 1953-54, but it is my recollection 
that 1952-53 was our peak year. Nev- 
ertheless the present gain of more 
than a million against a year ago 
puts the current year much better 
off than the dollar-hungry bureau- 
crats in Little Rock would have you 
believe.

Revenue Department 


made a significant report Tuesday. 
A routine announcement said Feb- 
f-.ary tax collections totaled $8,107,- 
879, 
an increase 
of $147,096 over 


February 1954. 


The announcement added that col- 


lections since the beginning of the 
1954-55 fiscal year (last July 1) to- 
taled $66,693,550, 
an increase of 


$989,494 over the corresponding per- 
iod of fiscal 1953-54. 


This is an indicated increase of 


more than a million dollars for the 
full fiscal year 1954-55. The Arkan- 
fas Almanac gives state collections 
for fiscal 1951-52 as $95,250,708; arid 
for fiscal year 1952-53 as $98,544,- 
564. 
I don't have the figures for fis- 


cal 1953-54, but it is my recollection 
that 1952-53 was our peak year. Nev- 
ertheless the present gain of more 
than a million against a year ago 
puts the current year much better 
off than the dollar-hungry bureau- 
crats in Little Rock would have you 
believe.

A routine announcement said Feb- 
f-.ary tax collections totaled $8,107,- 
879, 
an increase 
of $147,096 over 


February 1954. 


The announcement added that col- 


lections since the beginning of the 
1954-55 fiscal year (last July 1) to- 
taled $66,693,550, 
an increase of 


$989,494 over the corresponding per- 
iod of fiscal 1953-54. 


This is an indicated increase of 


more than a million dollars for the 
full fiscal year 1954-55. The Arkan- 
fas Almanac gives state collections 
for fiscal 1951-52 as $95,250,708; arid 
for fiscal year 1952-53 as $98,544,- 
564. 
I don't have the figures for fis- 


cal 1953-54, but it is my recollection 
that 1952-53 was our peak year. Nev- 
ertheless the present gain of more 
than a million against a year ago 
puts the current year much better 
off than the dollar-hungry bureau- 
crats in Little Rock would have you 
believe.

The Arkan- 
fas Almanac gives state collections 
for fiscal 1951-52 as $95,250,708; arid

first time in more than 20 years 
the Senate today began a full in- 
vestigation of the stock market. 
The cause: the market boom which 
has lasted 18 months. Prices are 
the highest in history. 


The purposes: 
1. To see if 'there is danger the 


boom may end in a bust like that 
of 1929. The last Senate investiga- 
tion, 
1933-34, grew out of that 
bust. 


.2. To examine market practices 


and operations under the govern- 
ment restrictions and regulations 
'mposed since the last invcstiga- 
ion. 
3. To see whether new regula- 
ions are needed to protect both 
he national economy and the gen- 
eral public from excesses or dis- 
aster. 


The inquiry, made by the Senate 


Banking Committee, opened on a 
oothing note. The chairman, Sen. 
rulbright (D-Ark), emphasized he 
doesn't want to rock the boat — 
ust .look at it. A "friendly" in- 
luiry, he calls It.

etery yesterday after a short chase 
from the apartment of his sister- 
in-law Irene Miller, 20, on East

Street, about a block from 


where Miss Yarrow, 23, was slain.
